Anthracite coal operators look with 
disfavor upon certain 
phases 
of 
the Plnchot proposal for settlement 
of the threatened coal strike. 
Some of the owners are strong­ 
ly opposed to complete recognition 
of the union, against which they 


have fought for years. 
An agreem ent was concluded be­ 
tween mine union leader* and the 
operators’ 
representatives 
today, 
replacing m aintenance men on the 
eight hour day basin, thus assuring 
protection of th© m ines 
in 
the 
event a strike takes place Sept. I. 
Operators Silent 
The operator* refuse to give any 
public expression of their senti­ 
m ents on the peace term s until 
they subm it their answ er to Gover­ 
nor Pinchot tomorrow noon. 
Both sides are caucusing today 
on the proposal—th© m iners here 
and the operators on their way to 
Philadelphia. 
The general scale com m ittee of 
the m iners is considering the four 
points outlined by the 
governor 
and it w as indicated by some of 
them that tho suggestions might 
bo accepted. 
Pinchot’s proposal, given out last 
night, was: 
1. 
A ten per cent wage increase 
for th© men. 
2. 
A ‘‘half way check-off" per­ 
m itting the union to collect dues 
from the men at the m ines on pay 
day, but also jirovlding that the 
operators shall fully recognize the 
union. 
3.* Recognition of th© eight hour 
day. 
Add* Fourth Point 
The governor slso added tnother 
point— that of recognition of the 
right of collective bargaining. 
Inasmuch as only tw elve hours 
w ill remain until strike tim e, when 
the answers of both sides are given 
to him tomorrow noon, it appeared 
likely a strike 
would 
ensue 
if 
either party rejected the basic of­ 
fer. 
The lone Lope upon which Pln­ 
chot then may rely to avoid a sus­ 
pension of mining 
is 
the 
plan 
whereby he may seize the mines 
and, with the help of miners, pro­ 
duce coal.

W estern plains will again w itness 
a speeding horseback rider carrying 
United States mail. 
The “pony express,” which added 
to the traditions of the w est near­ 
ly three-quarters of a century ago, 
will be revived for one trip, start­ 
ing here tomorrow. 
The modern riders wifi attem pt 
to beat the old tim e record in trans­ 
porting mail by pony from St. Jo­ 
seph to Sacramento, Calif. 
Two opposing teams, 
one 
com­ 
posed of “cowboy” riders and the 
other of army cavalrymen, will par­ 
ticipate in the race. 
For .ten days 
they will urge their m ounts half 
way across the continent, traversing 
a total of 2,100 m iles. 
The "pony 
express” record made by riders in 
1860 was seven days and twenty- 
one hours of actuaf riding time. 
Starting from St. Joseph, the first 
riders w ill change horses every IO 
m iles and at the fifty-mile point the 
mail pouches will be handed 
to 
fresh riders. 
On arriving at State 
lines at night the riders 
w ill 
be 
halted until daybreak in order to 
permit them to pass through large 
cities during daylight. 
Two hun­ 
dred and fifty

In the mountainous regions 
horses will be changed each mile.

ATHENS, Aug. 30.— The Greek 
cabinet met today to consider the 
Italian ultimatum which gives this 
country twenty-four hours to make 
reparation for the massacre of five 
Italian officers in Greek territory. 
Premier Gonatas stated to the 
press that some of the demand* 
could not be accepted, that some 
must be modified and that others 
are acceptable to Greece. 
The premier added that Greece 
felt the greatest indignation with 
regard to the crime, but believed 
Albanian bandits and not Greeks 
wore guilty of it. 
Prem ier Confident 
“I believe,” he said, “that this 
unfortunate incident will not ulti­ 
m ately affect Greek and Italian re­ 
lations.” 
It was reported that in event of 
a deadlock Greece would invoke the 
intercession of the league of na­ 
tions. 
The Greeks were understood to 
he w illing to pay the fifty m illion 
lire indem nity demanded, but to op­ 
pose acceptance of som e of the 
other clauses 
of 
the 
ultimatum, 
which are considered hum iliating. 
The principal points of the Ital­ 
ian ultimatum are: 
Here's Ultim atum 
F ifty million lire Indemnity must 
be paid. 
Italian officials are to be allowed 
to participate in a thorough inves­ 
tigation, conducted at the scene of 
the massacre, w ithin five days. 
All culprits are to be executed. 
Greece must 
apologize to 
Italy 
through the medium of a high m il­ 
itary officer. 
The Greek cabinet is to attend 
funeral services for the victims, to 
be conducted in the cathedral at 
Athens. 
The Greek fleet must salute the 
Italian fleet in Greek waters off Pi­ 
raeus, the port of Athens. 
Each 
ship is to fire twenty-one guns and 
hoist the Italian colors.

curred while they were riding in 
an autom obile near cars containing 
other members of the inter allied 
com m ission for delim ination of the 
Albanian frontier. The Italians’ car 
wag halted by a tree which ha4 
been felled across the road. This 
w as at 9 a. rn. Monday, m idway 
betw een Janina and Santa Quar- 
anta, and the scene of the occur­ 
rence w as a thick woods. 
A s the Italian car halted thirty 
or forty shots were fired from am ­ 
bush. 
Major Corti w as killed in­ 
stantly. Other members of the com ­ 
m ission jumped from the car and 
started to run, but were shot. W hen 
the Greek Colonel Botzari, who w as 
in a car behind, arrived on the 
scene the bodies were lying where 
they fell, 
It is the contention of Italy that 
Greece, acting in belief that the 
Italians favored adjustm ent of the 
frontier more favorable to Albania 
than to Greece, ordered the m ass­ 
acre. or, at least, failed to take 
proper precautions to prevent i t 
Holds O ff Action 
The Italian ultimatum w as drawn 
up by Prem ier M ussolini yesterday 
and delivered to the Greek govern­ 
m ent late last night. The fact that 
the Italian note was a twenty-four- 
hour ultimatum was not revealed 
until it had been handed to Pre­ 
m ier Gonatas. This fact cam e as a 
shock to all Europe. The Italians 
waited three days after the m ass­ 
acre of the five Italian m embers of 
the border m ission before deciding 
what action to take.

H e not on ly h sd to deliver short inform al addresses 
to these crow ds, but betw een stations he had to for­ 
m ulate in h is m ind the address h e w ould m ake at the 
next stopping place. 


It is practically im possible for a presidential tour 
to be so arranged as to perm it the President to observe 
an eight-hour or even a ten-hour day.

Even on such

to innum erable requests for co n feren ces is certain to 
result in disappointm ents and hard feelin gs, and this, 
of course, the President is a n xiou s to avoid.
